“THE SHOW YOU KNOW” 


Our first impression of the 1949 
Al G. Kelly & Miller Bros. Circus 
might well be compared with that 
of the farmer in the ancient joke 
who upon seeing a giraffe for the 
first time, loudly exlaimed, “There 
ain’t no such animal!” 

For the Al G. Kelly-Miller Bros. 
Circus of today is something which 
one must see to believe. That any 
circus traveling on trucks could 
offer the public a menagerie of 
wild animals comparable to that 
of a railroad circus sounded to us 
very much like a _ press. agent’s 
dream, even though we had been 
about it from fans and 


hearing 
Showmen alike. 


After spending a very busy and 
Pleasant day on the lot in Fair- 
bury, Nebraska, June 3rd, we has- 
ten to add our praise to that of 
the many others whose good for- 
tune it has been to see this circus 
and to state emphatically that all 
we have heard is true—and_ then 
some! We hve never seen any- 
thing on trucks that can equal it. 

Always known for its clean, at- 
tractive appearance on the lot, the 
show would pass anytime ffor a 
railroad circus to the _ observer, 
with its long, well-lighted midway, 
flashy double-decker bannerline 
and beautifully decorated wagons 

The performance—as always—is 
good, and this year strengthened 
by the addition of a number of new 
acts, all of which results in the 
strongest and well-balanced per- 
formance the Millers have yet of- 
fered. 

But good as the performance is, 
it is, in our opinion, the menagerie 
which is making this circus. the 
“Big One” of the motorized field. 

The majority of the animals are 
in the side show with the excep- 
tion of the giraffe which is to be 
seen as a separate attraction on 
the midway and the eight ele- 
phants and some forty horses and 
ponies which are in the menagerie 
proper, connecting the big top. 

Five huge and well-lighted cages

Annie Oakley 


During June, the Ohio Histori- 
cal Society opened a_ beautiful 
museum in Greenville, the county 
seat of Darke county. 

Annie Oakley was born not far 
from Greenville, and the Darke 
County Historical Society has 
greatly honored her by planning to 
erect a statue of the world’s great- 
est shot of her time. The monu- 
ment will be placed in the grove 
just to the north of the museum. 

Annie Fern Swartwout, author 
of the book, ‘“‘Missie,” an historical 
biography of her aunt, Annie Oak- 
ley, has given or loaned to _ the 
museum a room full of pictures, 
lithographs, guns and many other 
things that belonged to her famous 
aunt. Other members of the fam- 
ily have also placed the things 
they had in the museum for. the 
enioyment of the public. 

The town of Nutley, New Jersey, 
where the Butlers built a home in 
1893, has presented the Historical 
Society the Church street school 
building that will be remodeled 
soon and opened aS a museum.
